Prevention of Diphtheria. 

The State Board of Health has issu 
ed a circular on the above subject As 
several cases have been reported in 
this county, we reproduce the follow- 
ing extracts from tne Circular: 

"Diphtheria is botb contagious and 
infectious, and is distinctly a prevent 
able disease, being easily limited to 
the first case or cases. When it gets 
away from the primary cases and 
makes its escape upon the community 
somebody is to blame. Ihe sooner we 
accept this as a sanitary maxim the 
sooner we shall begin to do our duties 
as individuals and communities. On 
account of its frequency and fatality 
this disease is of far more importance 
to the people of Kentucky than small 
pox, yellow fever or cholera When i 
child has sore throat, and especially if 
diphtheria is in the neighborhood, it 
should be immediately separate 1 from 
other children until a competent phy- 
sician has seen it and decided whether 
or not it is affected with a contagious 
disease. If diphtheria, strictly isolate 
the case at once, in an up stairs roo 
if possible, and as disconnected as 
practicable from the living and sleep- 
ing apartments of other children. No 
one except the physician and nurses 
should enter the room, and they 
should take every precaution not to 
carry the infection to others. The 
discharges from the mouth and nose 
should bi received on soft cloths and 
burned, and other discharges should 
be disinfected, and all refuse from the 
siek room burned All utensils used 
in feeding the sick should be washed 
separately from other dishe*, and 
should remain some time in boiling 
water. Disin'ect all bed and body 
clothing, and other like things, as 
soon as removed, by immersion for at 
least six hours in a solution of chlo- 
ride of lime, four ounces to the gallon 
of water. They may then be wrung 
out and put in the wash. Remember, 
however, that no disinfectant in the 
occupied sick room can do away with 
the necessity of abundant fresh air 
and sunlight. 

After complete recovery, or death, 
always thoroughly disinfect the room 
and its c intents, preferably with nas- 
cent formaldehyde, or where this is 
not available by burning three 
pounds of sulphur, moistened with al- 
cohol, for each 1,090 cubic feet of space 

Sreviously stopping all opening, and 
ampening the floo bedding and 
clothing, and leaving the room tightly 
closed for twelve hours. The room 
should then be thoroughly ventilated , 
and all ledges, wool-work, etc., wash- 
ed with strong soap and rinsed with a 
disinfecting solution. In case of death 
the body should be wrapped in a sheet 
saturated in a disinfecting solution 
and buried without public service. In 
giving notice of death newspapers 
should state that it was from diphthe- 
ria, and that children, and those hav- 
ing the care of children, should not at- 
tend the funeral The Board urges 
the use of antitoxin in every cue as 
soon aa the disease is recognized, and 
recomnends that immunizing inject- 
ions be used for all children who have 
been seriously exposed. 

To be eff ctive the precautions here- 
in suggested should be risridly observ- 
ed, imperfect isolation and disin'eetion 
are worse^than useless. ^>. v5n ? 'ise on - 

seenrity. 

Country and municipal boar's of 
health have full authority under our 
laws to enforce these rules, and will 
fall short of their duty if they fail to 
do so.

Judge William Carroll, of the Henry 
county circuit court rendered a decis- 
ion in the case of the Eminence build- 
ing and Loan Association that many 
members of the bar think will be an 
innovation, and will revolutionize the 
affairs of Building and Loan Associa- 
tions in Kentucky in the future. Last 
February the Association in question 
made an assignment to W. E. Clubb 
and W. L. Hudson and suit was 
brought through attorneys W. P. 
Thome, D. A. Sachs and G. A. Holland 
for removal of the assignees and to set 
aside the assignment. The court held 
that no lluilding and Loan Associa- 
tion had power to make an assignment; 
that the law does provide for such pro- 
ceedings, that the proper way for such 
an association to wind up its affairs 
was laid down in the statutes and that 
an association properly managed could 
not be insolvent. The court held that 
the directors of the association by ma- 
king an ass game it have abdicated 
their offi .es, and the case was referred 
to the receiver of the court Such 
course will permit the stock holders to 
elect new officers under the direction 
of the court. This case has attracted 
more attention than any tried in this 
court for many years, there being 
hundreds of people on the point of 
losing their homes under the manner 
of proceedings established by the as- 
to wind up the affairs of asso-

KEN TUCKY CROP REPORT. 



Condition of Crop* and Live Stock Oct- 
tober 1st, 1898. 



For the Ootob r report replies were 
received irom U7 correspondents, rep- 
resenting 103 counties. 

CORN. 

The corn crop has been further ben- 
efited during September. Late corn, 
wh ch is usually cut off by the closing 
of the seas >n, is, this yeir, as well ma- 
tured as early corn. The war n rains 
have, however, kept corn in a sappy 
condition and a number o complaints 
have been received of damage in t>hoc.<, 
caused by heatinp. Grasshoppers, in 
the western s :ctioo p irti ;ul ir.y, hive 
stripped the stalks of their blades, and 
in some instances this h is occure i 
early enou rh to c iuse damage to the 
grair. Local wind storms have blown 
the corn down badly in the western 
and southeastern sections an I the hot 
weather and rains have caused all ears 
touching- the ground to rot. 

The estimated average yield is 32 1-2 
bushels per acre for the State. I he 
average yield for 18'J7 was estimated 
at 23 bnshels per acre. By sections 
the yield averages 31 bush"ls for the 
western, 35 for the north central and 
27 bushels for the southeastern sec'ioii. 
Very few counties report the crop not 
as good as anticipated earlier. 

TOBACCO. 

The jrreat improvement in the tobac- 
co crop noted in the reoort of Septem- 
ber, and the crop is retorted mainly 
housed in good condition. A very 
small per cent, remains uncut, and 
nvith favorable weather in the next 
few days this will be saved. Widely 
varying views are expressed regarding 
the acreage hous-d thisvear. but the 
opinion is g-eneral that wh^re the 
stand is an average one the yield p?r 
acre is one of the heaviest produced. 
The estimated averajre yield p°r acre 
is 743 ooundi for the R-irley district 
and 8 5 pounds for the Dark tobacco 
district. '1 he weather during the 
mouth has hot been favorab'e fo - 
proper curing and a great number of 
reports of "housj-bur iin:r" ara re- 
ceived. Some of the finest crops in 
Woodford county are said to be ruin- 
ed by rust. 

LIVE STOCK. 

The condition of live stock, with the 
exception of some disease in localities, 
is in keeping with the excellent con- 
dition of pasturage. Cattle and horses 
are in fine flesh. The abundant graz 
ing nnd fine corn crop has increased 
the demand for cattle to such an ex- 
tent that correspondents report the 
younger classes of this stock are not 
to be had at any price. An epidemic 
of "Bloody Murrian" is reported 
Estill county, confined ti "yearlings" 
and calves, and from which many of 
these have died. No losses had occur- 
ed during the past few days, the dis- 
ease was apparently checken. Pink- 
eye is reported in the counties of Hen 
derson and Jessamine, and distemper 
is prevalent among horses and mules 
in Fulton county. Scab prevails to 
some extent among- sheep in Kenton 
countv, and in Madison county num- 
bers of sheep have died from "the ef- 
fects of a p-ruh produced by the egg- of 
a certain fiv deposited in the nostril 
of the animaL 

There appears to be no abatement 
in the numbers of grasshoppers which 
have infested the State during the late 
summer and fall. These sects have 
destroye 1 much young- cl"er as well 
as early sown rye, and it is feared hey 
will injure the early sown w eat 
which is beginning to come up. F rm- 
ers are ho'ding off sowing wh at in 
manv counties waiting for their disap- 
pearance. Crops nr<» now out of dan- 
ger and a frost would be welcomed as 
a means of getting rid of the pests. 

Indications in a number of c uities 
point to an increased acreage of wheat 
The soil haa been p- epared under the 
most favorable conditions and the crop 
will have all the advantages to be de- 
rived from this source.
